OF PITY IS DEAD 


John Peterson Who Once 
Saved Town from Mas- 
sac re Dies at Aire of 
81 in Minneapolis 


John Peterson, aged 81 years, a 
pioneer resident and Indian trader 
of La Crosse, died yesterday after­ 
n o o n at 2:35 o’clock at the home of 
his son, J. A. Peterson, Minneapolis. 
His death was caused by the third 
attack of heart trouble within two 
years. 
Mr. Peterson was born in Sweden 
March 8, 1833. 
Ile came to Ameri­ 
ca in 1856, and came direct to La 
Crosse, where he established one of 
the first trading establishments in 
the village. 
By fair dealing he be- 
j came a trusted friend of the Indians, 
and shortly after the civil war lie 
saved the town from a possible In­ 
dian massacre by his influence. 
A number of redskins were camp­ 
ed on Barron's Island and had been 
imbibing up to the point where they 
contemplated 
an 
attack on the 
whites. They were holding a war

by the Indians, paddled over alone in 
a canoe and persuaded them not to 
attack the town. 
Mr. Peterson was also connected 
with lumber and fuel interests in 
the city.
